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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-3 1 and 39-42 are now pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicants' Amendment and Response of April 3, 2009, has been reviewed by the 
Examiner and entered of record in the file. Accordingly, claims 32, 33 and 35-38 have been 
cancelled. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 
35 USC §112 

3. Claims 32, 33 and 35-38 previously rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, as not 
being enabled. Applicants have cancelled said claims, therefore the enablement rejections are 
withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

"wherein X represents an optionally substituted amide, amine or sulfonamide group, 
which is connected to the indole ring through its nitrogen atom; 

Y represents a carboxylic acid, a carboxylic acid ester, a carboxylic acid amide, a 
hydroxamic acid, a hydroxamic acid ester or hydroxymethyl; 

Z is a Ci_8 alkylene or a C2-8 heteroalkylene chain; 

R 1 represents an optionally substituted aryl or heteroaryl group; 

one of the groups R 2 , R 3 , R 4 and R 5 represents an optionally substituted aryl or heteroaryl 
group and the other groups R 2 , R 3 , R 4 and R 5 are independently selected from hydrogen, G 1 , or 
an aryl or heteroaryl group optionally substituted by one or more substituents selected from A, 
C1-6 alkyl, C3-10 cycloalkyl, C2-6 alkenyl, C2-6 alkynyl or C3-8 heterocycloalkyl, which substituents 
are optionally further substituted by one or more substituents selected from G 1 and/or Q 1 ; 

and/or any two other groups which are adjacent to each other are optionally linked to. . ." 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
5. In view of the amendatory changes and cancellations, claims 1-31 and 39-42 are 
allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered claims 1 -35 . The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel 3-amino-substituted-indole derivatives and their 
pharmaceutical compositions. The allowable compounds are limited to compounds according to 
formula I of claim 1 . Certain amino-substituted indole compounds are known in the art as 
having pharmaceutical activity, however the aspect of preparing the instant claimed 3 -amino- 
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substituted indole derivatives, which inhibit mPGES-1 activity, is novel and unobvious. After a 
thorough search, the closest of prior art, U.S. Pat. No. 7,169,925. was found to teach similar 3- 
substituted indole derivatives. However the '925 patent fails to teach or render obvious the 
instant claimed compounds according to formula I, and does not fairly suggest methods of using 
the instant claimed compounds.
